Present plans provide for the open 
Ing of the campaign In New York city 
Cn Sept. 25, when Mr. Beveridge will 
rpeak at Carnegie.hall on the subject 
of ‘‘Business and the Trust«;” on Sept

Audience Cheer« the Democratic Can­ 
didate for Ten Minutes When Hs 
Appears Upon the Platform—Talks 
to Ten Thousand People Who Were 
Unable to Obtain Admittance to the 
Hall. 


New York, Sept. 19.— Democracy’s 
presidential campaign In Greater New 
York had Its advent when William 
Jennings Bryan at a mass meeting 
under tho auspices of Tammany Hall, 
spoke before enthusiastic thousands 
who filled Carnegie hall and 
over­ 
flow* ed Into the streets. 
The ovation 
accorded to the presidential candidate 
was a br’lliant climax to a clay In 
which a united party paid Mr. Bryan 
a continuous reception. 
Mr. Bryan spoke for over an hour 
on ‘'Republican Tendencies” at Carne­ 
gie hall, and for over ten minutes his 
audience applauded his appearance or* 
the platform. 
Before the meeting the candidate 
spoke from a cart to an overflow* gath­ 
ering of New York’s thousands who 
had futllely stormed the line of police 
to gain admission to the hall. 
On his 
arrival hore Mr. Bryan spoke at a 
noonday meeting and during Hie after­ 
noon held constant levees at his ho­ 
tel, where Democratic leaders in the 
city and state called upon him. 
Previous to the Carnegie hall meet­ 
ing Mr. Bryan was entertained at din­ 
ner at the home of Melbert Carey. 
On approaching Carnegie hall a little 
later, Mr. Bryan was given an ovation 
by a crowd of 10,000 or more persons, 
who could not get in the hall. 
Th© 
candidate w*as taken to a flag-draped 
cart and from It he made a brief 
speech. 
He was cheered repeatedly, 
especially when a man in the crowd 
tried to a r g u e with him and Bryan 
made a squelching reply. 
Four Propoaitions aa to Labor. 
“T can speak to you only briefly as 
I have a long speech to make inside,” 
said Mr. Bryan. 
“Let me call your 
attention to the marked difference be 
tween the Republican platform and 
ours. 
The Republican platform is dif­ 
ferent especially in not outlining nec­ 
essary legislation. 
Our platform tells 
the public what we think ought to be 
done. 
We take the people into our 
confidence and thus we show not only 
our faith in the merits of our policies, 
but also In the intelligence of the vot­ 
ers. 
Now* there are four propositions 
as to labor for w*hich we stand 
First, 
we believe that there should be a de­ 
partment of labor with a cabinet offi 
cer at its head. 
“Second, 
w*e 
believe 
that 
labor 
should be taken out of the operation 
of the trust law. 
“Third, we believe that an Indus 
trial dispute should not be sufficient 
cause for the issuance of an Injunc­ 
tion. 
“ Fourth, we believe In trials by jury 
In cases of indirect contempt.” 
Mr. Bryan loft the cart and went 
into Carnegie halt 
When Secretary Smith of Tammany 
Hall called the mass meeting to ord«*r. 
every seat and every inch of space 
w*as 
filled. 
It 
was 
an 
enthusiastic 
audience and When Chairman Herman 
Rldder was introduced the crowd ap­ 
plauded for several minutes. 
Mr. Rld­ 
der spoke on tariff reform. 
Congressman 
Suiter 
next 
spoke 
briefly and brought forth cheers when 
he announced that Mr. Bryan would 
speak In Madison Square Garden in 
this city on Oct. 26. 
While 
Congressman 
Sulzer 
was 
speaking Mr. Bryan and his party 
stepped from an entrance upon the 
stage. 
It was the Bryan demonstra­ 
tion of oight and twelve years ago that 
followed. 
Men leaped to their chairs 
and yelled and 
shouted, while the 
band played lively tunes. 
Chairman 
Bidder’s voice was lost as he briefly 
introduced the Democratic candidate. 
When quiet w*as restored, after a 
ten-minutes’ outburst of enthusiasm, 
Mr. Bryan began his speech.

THE CHANCES AGAINST JOHNSON 


On tho basis of past experience in 
gubernatorial elections in this state and 
taking into act o mt the personal and 
factional considerations which 
have 
affected the results in different years 
it is difficult to discover wht re the 
democratic committee expects Johnson 
t »get enough votes to elect him against 
b ich an opponent ae John F. Jacobson. 
For Gov. Johnson, in spite of his wide j 
spread reputation as a vote getter, has i 
i l reality proved himself to be less of a ! 
vote getter than John Lind. 
In 1896 I 
L nd 
polled 162,250 
votes 
again t 
Clough's 165,800. 
That was a presi-! 
dential year and the year 
silver campaign when M 
ceived 193,500 votes. 
In spit«* of t 
fact that he was defeated land polled 
almost 32,000 votes more than Bryan. 
But the heaviest vote polled by Gov. 
Johnson was that of two years ago, 
when he received 10s,5o0, or ordy about 
6,250 more than Lind’s highest. 
Yet 
Johnson had th advantage not only of 
an “ off” year, hut of a republican op­ 
ponent who was known to but few per­ 
sons in the state, who was not a go«jd 
“ mixer” or vote getter and who be­ 
cause of the defeat of Jacobson in the 
convention was supposed to be the can­ 
didate of the “ interests.” 
There was 
a slump of 44,000 in the republican gov­ 
ernorship vote even from the Dunn 
vote of 1891, when the factional trou­ 
bles of the party directly and indirect­ 
ly reduced Dunn's vote materially. 
In 
1898, an “ off” year, Lind received only 
132,00*.» votes, but was elected because 
of the weakness of Eustis as a vote 
getter, Eustis’ vote being about 111,« 
750. 
In 1900 Lind polled 150,650 \otes 
against 152,900 for Van Sant. 
In 1902, 
another “ off” year, Van Sant polled 
155,850 against 
Rosing’s 99,360, while 
in 1*94 Johnson received practically 
148,000 votes against Dunn’s 140,000. 
But Gov. Johnson cannot hope to re­ 
ceive the vote he did in 1906; nor can 
he expect Jacobson to poll no more 
votes than Dunn, or even Van Sant. 
For, while the Cole vote shows that tens 
of thousands of republicans faded to vote 
for either candidate for governor, there 


ed that Jacobson may expect as a 
minimum vote this year, under all the 
drcumstances, at least 165,000 votes, 
the vote that Clough received. 
For the 
republican party never put in nomina­ 
tion a more popular man than Jacob­ 
sen or one in whom the great masses 
of the voters have more confidence. No- 
Whert i L * re any symptom of repub­ 
lican discontent. 
The whole party is 
enthusiastically for Jacobson and the 
workers, who, after all, are those that 
tiring in the votes, are for him to a 
man. 
He ought to be able to add 10,- 
000 to Gov. Van Sant’s be t vote, and 
since Johnson cannot expect to hold the 
vote he secured against ( ole, the con­ 
clusion is unavoidable that Jacobson 
has by all odds the “ long en«l of the 
deal.’

Audience Cheers the Democratic Can­ 


didate for Ten Minutes When Ha 


Appears Upon tha Platform— Talks 


ta Ten Thousand People Who Were 


Unable to Obtain Admittance to tha 


Hall. 


New York, Sept. 19.—Democracy’s 
presidential campaign in Greater New 
York had its advent when William 
Jennings Bryan at a mass meeting 
under tho auspices of Tammany Hall, 
spoke before enthusiastic thousands 
who filled Carnegie hall and over­ 
flowed into the streets. 
The ovation 
accorded to the presidential candidate 
was a brilliant climax to a day in 
which a united party paid Mr. Bryan 
a continuous reception. 
Mr. Bryan spoke for over an hour 
on “Republican Tendencies” at Carne­ 
gie hall, and for over ten minutes his 
audience applauded his appearance on 
the platform. 
Before the meeting the candidate 
spoke from a cart to an overflow gath­ 
ering of New York’s thousands who 
had futilely stormed the line of police 
to gain admission to the hall. 
On his 
arrival here Mr. Bryan spoke at a 
noonday meeting and during the after­ 
noon held constant levees at his ho­ 
tel, where Democratic leaders in the 
oity and state called upon him. 
Previous to the Carnegie hall meet­ 
ing Mr. Bryan was entertained at din­ 
ner at the home of Melbert Carey. 
On approaching Carnegie hall a little 
later, Mr. Bryan was given an ovation 
by a crowd of 10,000 or more persons, 
who could not get in the hall. 
The 
candidate was taken to a flag-draped 
cart and from It he made a brief 
speech. 
He was cheered repeatedly, 
especially when a man in the crowd 
tried to argue with him and Bryan 
made a squelching reply. 


Four Propositions ae to Labor. 
“I can speak to you only briefly as 
I have a long speech to make inside,” 
said Mr. Bryan. 
“Let me call your 
attention to the marked difference be­ 
tween the Republican platform and 
ours. 
The Republican platform is dif­ 
ferent especially in not outlining nec­ 
essary legislation. 
Our platform tells 
the public what we think ought to be 
done. 
We take the people Into our 
confidence and thus we show not only 
our faith in the merits of our policies, 
but also in the intelligence of the vot­ 
ers. 
Now there are four propositions 
as to labor for -which we stand. 
First, 
we believe that there should be a de­ 
partment of labor with a cabinet offi­ 
cer at its head. 
“Second,

believe

should be taken out of the operation 
of the trust law. 
“Third, we believe that an indus­ 
trial dispute should not be sufficient 
cause for the issuance of an injunc­ 
tion. 
“Fourth, we believe in trials by jury 
in cases of indirect contempt.” 
Mr. Bryan loft the cart and wTent 
into Carnegie hall. 
When Secretary Smith of Tammany 
Hall called the mass meeting to order, 
every seat and every inch of space 
was filled. 
It was 
an enthusiastic 
audience and When Chairman Herman 
Ridder was introduced the crowd ap­ 
plauded for several minutes. 
Mr. Rid­ 
der spoke on tariff reform. 
Congressman 
Suiter 
next 
spoke 
briefly and brought forth cheers when 
he announced that Mr. Bryan would 
speak In Madison Square Garden in 
this city on Oct. 26. 
While 
Congressman 
Sulzer 
was 
•peaking Mr. Bryan and his party 
•tepped from an entrance upon the 
stage. 
It was the Bryan demonstra­ 
tion of eight and twelve years ago that 
followed. 
Men leaped to their chairs 
and yelled and shouted, while the 
band played lively tunes. 
Chairman 
Kidder’s voice was lost as he briefly 
Introduced the Democratic candidate. 
When quiet was restored, after a 
ten-minutes’ outburst of enthusiasm, 
Mr. Bryan began his speech.

Dense Pall of Smoke Envelops 


the Whole State. 


Augusta, Me., Sept. 19.—A dense 
pall of smoke envelops the state of 
Maine as the result of forest fires thai 
are devastating thousands of acres of 
timber 
lands 
and

anxiety In at least fourteen towns in 
eight counties. 
Night and day large 
armies of men are at work in an ef­ 
fort to place the flames under control 
or turn them away from forest-girdled 
villages. 
So far as known no lives 
have been lost.

The most serious situation was a’ 
Brookville. 
Here hundreds of men 
were concentrated along the banks of 
Meadow brook trying to keep the 
flames from crossing that stream. Tho 
fire advanced on vhe village with a 
front four miles wide. 
Should tho 
flames cross Hie stream, not only tho 
town of Brooksville itself, but numer­ 
ous villages and outlying houses in 
the neighborhood will probably be dc 
stroyed.

THE CHANCES AGAINST JOHNSON 
On 
tho basis of past experience in 
gubernatorial elections in this state and 
taking into act o int the personal and 
factional considerations which 
have 
affected the results in different years 
it is difficult to discover where the 
democratic committee expects .Johnson 
tig e t enough votes to elect him against 
BJch an opponent as John F. Jacobson. 
For Gov. Johnson, in spite of his wide­ 
spread reputation as a vote getter, has 
in reality proved himself to be less of a 
vote getter than John Lind. 
In 1896 
Laid 
polled 102,250 
votes 
again t 
Clough’s 105,800. 
That was a presi­ 
dential year and the year of the free 
silver campaign when McKinley re­ 
ceived 193,500 votes. 
In spite of the 
fact that he was defeated Lind polled 
almost 32,000 votes more than Bryan. 
But the heaviest vote polled by Gov. 
Johnson was that of two years ago, 
when he received f 08,500, or only about 
6,250 more than Lind’s highest. 
Yet 
Johnson had th advantage not only of 
an “off” year, but of a republican op­ 
ponent who was known to but few per­ 
sons in the state, who was not a good 
“mixer” or vote getter and who be­ 
cause of the defeat of Jacobson in the 
convention was supposed to be the can­ 
didate of the “ interests. ” 
There was 
a slump of 44,000 in the republican gov­ 
ernorship vote even from the Dunn 
vote of 1894, when the factional trou­ 
bles of the party directly and indirect­ 
ly reduced Dunn's vote materially. 
In 
1898, an “ off’’ year, Lind received only 
132.000 votes, but was elected because 
of the weakness of Eustis as a vote 
getter, Eustis’ vote being about 111,- 
750. 
In 1900 Lind polled 150,650 votes 
against 152,900 for Van Sant. 
In 1902, 
another “ off” year, Van Sant polled 
155,850 against Rosing’s 99,360, while 
in 1894 Johnson received practically 
148.000 votes against Dunn’s 140,000. 
But Gov. Johnson cannot hope to re­ 
ceive the vote he did in 1906; nor can 
he expect Jacobson to poll no more 
votes than Dunn, or even Van Sant. 
For, while the Cole vote shows that tens 
of thousands of republicans failed to vote 
for either candidate for governor, there 


were thousands of others who in their 
wrath or discontent voted for Johnson. 
Yet with everything in his favor Gov. 
Johnson only increased his vote 20,000. 
Most of this increase he is likely to 
lose this year. 
Having openly identi­ 
fied himself with the Bryan cause and 
pledged himself to it he will not in 
Minnesota receive any benefit from the 
larger vote that the presidential el c- 
tion will bring out. 
The republican 
Taft vote will go largely to Jacobson, 
so far as it represents those who failed 
to g > to tho polls two years ago or who 
fail' cl to vote for * ithcr candidate for 
governor. 
Johnson will lose thousands 
of previously dis-a ohed 
republican 
vote and Jacob un will ga ■ them 
If Johnson, 
under tho conditions of 
1906, could not, run up more than 
168,- 
000 votes win n Lind received 162 OOO 
under the conditions of 1896, he cannot 
hope this year to secure more than 
Lind received in 1900, 
150,000 
But 
when it is borne in mind that Clough 
polled 165,000 votes against Lind in 
1896, that Van Sant polled about 153,- 
0D0 votes against Lind in 1900 and about 
156,000 in 1902, it may safely be assert 
cd that Jacobson may expect as a 
minimum vote this year, under all the 
circumstances, at least 165,000 votes, 
the vote that Clough received. 
For the 
republican party never put in nomina­ 
tion a more popular man than Jacob­ 
son or one in whom the great masses 
of the voters have more confidence. No­ 
where. is there any symptom of repub­ 
lican discontent. 
The whole party is 
enthusiastically for Jacobson and the 
workers, who, after all, are those that 
bring in the votes, are for him to a 
man. 
He ought to be able to add IO,-1 
OOO to Gov. Van Sant’s be t vote, and i 
since .Johnson cannot expect to hold the 
vote he secured against Cole, the con- J 
elusion is unavoidable that Jacobson I 
has by all odds the “ long end of the 
deal.”
